In his 16 years as director of the 
arboretum and 25 years as a biology 
protessor Baad said he has enjoyed 
watching many small saplings grow 
to become large trees. In witnessing 
such growth, Baad has come to con 
sider the arboretum one of his loves 

Baad said the arboretum is ben 
eficial to many of his classes, such as 
plant taxonomy and ecology, because

David Lanz’s piano playing has beer 
given credit for giving peace of mind 
and putting some of his audience mem 
bers in a dream-like state of being. His 
provocative play ing has been described 
as a romanuc fusion of classical and

David Lanz, a Seattle-based arust 
has worked hard to shun quick and easy 
categorization of his music Lanz call

Lanz has sold millions of album 
with the Narada record label, known 
for producing other new age artists 
through the years. But Lanz has re 
jected the new age, new adult alterna 
uve or adult contemporary tag that 
comes with reviews of his music and 
his associahon with the record label

scenes his music as having strong hooks 
and grooves that is more in the main 
stream pop music realm. He likes to

A dramage ditch and a levee on 
one side of a fence within the arbor 
tum gives student an idea of what a 
wetlands area look. like. “Wuth the 
tenetit of convict labor, we have pul 
in 4 trail system so you can walk 


akong the levee,” Baad said 


Although his sound is much differ 
entnow, Lanz once played jazz piano wn 
the style of hus musical hero, McCoy 
Tyner, who influenced han greatly 

Dunng his years of making musi 
with the Narada record labe!, Lanz has 
reated ten albums. Four of them were 
COllaborat ve efforts with guitanst, Paul 


Speer and six albums were solo al lairs 


anz and Speer have tned to avoid 
some ol the stereotypical instrumenta 
uon that label some new age arusts 
music as programed music. They have 
been careful not to overuse synthesi. 
+s and drum machines. The two artists 
try to use real players and real drums as 
mh as possible 

Jouning etforts with Speer helped 
anz puxduce his first album tuued 
“Natural States” in 1985 and “Desert 
Vision” in 1987 

From the “Natural States” alburn 
came the most popular adult contem 
porary/new age single in the 1980s 

As a solo arust, Lanz’s album 
‘Crostoton’s Dream” in 1988 sold 
more than SOD,000 units, while “Sky 
line Firedance” un 1990 and “Return to 
the Heart” in 1991 were very popular 
and sold well. Lanz's1985 Christmas 
album “Solstice” has conunued to be 
popular dunng the holiday season 
along with anew holiday album uted

Huffman said.
